Singular Phenomenon. 


A paragraph iu die Newfoundland Times, 


gives an account of a very strange phenom- 
enon which recently occurred in the imme- 
diate neighborhood of Conception Bay. It 
says that the whole island is, in all proba- 
bility, rising out of the ocean, with a rapidi- 
ty which threatens, at no far-off period, ma- 
terially to affect, it'not utterly destroy, many 
of the best harbors on the coast of Newfound- 
land. 
A series of observations, made by s 


number of scientific gentlemen at Port-de- 
Orave, it is asserted, proves beyond a doubt, 
that the sea-level in the vicinity is be- 
ing rapidly displaced. 
Several large flat 


rocks, over which schooners passed with per- 
fect ease and safety forty years ago, are now 
approaching the surface, the water being so 
that a skiff can scarcely navigate it. This 
gradual upheaval or elevation of the bed of 
these harbors, has created a great deal of as- 
tonishment among thc inhabitants. At a 
place near the head of Bay Loberts, about a 
mile and a half from the shore of the sea. 
there is a perfect beach, which is believed 
to have been formed by the upheaval of the 
earth and the subsidence of the waters. It- 
is elevated ten or twelve feet above the lev- 
el of the ocean, and is covered with five or 
six feet of vegetable mound. 
The stones 


which are found upon the beach or shore, 
are of moderate size, and, in many instan- 
ces, perfectly round, and in every respect 
similar to those found in the adjacent land- 
washes. 
This is a strange phenomenon; and 


one that should at once elicit the attention 
of geologists; but, singular as it may. ap- 
pear, it is only another evidence of the hy- 
pothesis, that our globe has been formed by 
a gradual transition from liquefaction to a 
state of solidity-. 


Pumping a lake Dry. 


Dr. SMITH, the editor of the Boston 


Medical Surgical Journal, who is now on 
a visit to Europe, gives an interesting des- 
cription, in his editorial correspondence 
from Holland, of the manner in which the 
Lake of Haarlem is being drained by steam 
engines, and its waters sent to the sea: 


"Six miles from Amsterdam is the in- 


land lake of Haarlem, 21 miles long by 
11 in width, which, three hundred years 
ago was found to be perceptibly increasing 
by shooting its waters further and further, 
and covering up the land, threatened the 
first commercial port of the realm with 
destruction by flowing in upon its bank. 
Various schemes at that remote epoch -were 
devised by able counsellors to stay the 
threatening danger. 
Three Dutch engin- 


eers, of acknowledged 
ability, proposed 


draining off the water, first raising it by 
windmills. 
They are entitled to remem- 


brance, from having suggested the plan 
adopted in J.84-9 for averting an impending 
calamity. 


Seven years since, delay teing no longer 


safe, a canal was dug around the whole 
circumference of the lake, averaging 200 
feet in width by 10 in depth. 
Three mon- 


ster engines are housed on the sides of the 
lake, sonic six or eight miles apart, each 
moving eight monstrous pumps. All the 
pistons are raised at once, at every revo- 
lution of the machinery raising 15,000 
gallons of water, which is emptied hit" the 
canal, whence it is hastened on by a 
fourth engine faster than it would other- 
wise move to the Zuydcr Zee, and thus it 
reaches the sea fifteen miles distant. 
In 


April, 184ft. the pumps, worked by three 
of the mightiest steam engines perhaps 
ever constructed, were set in motion, and 
up to this date, July 25th. have lowered 
the content.* of the lake seven feet. 
By 


nest April it is anticipated that the bottom 
will be fairly espo-ed, and all the water 
conveyed away from this ancient basin. 
All this is executed at tbc expense of 
Government."'
